BUSINESS GENERALLY GOOD. 


Manufacturers Continue to Be Favored with an Excelient 
Run of Orders—Jobbing Business Is 
Also Satisfactory. 











About four days of wet weather within the past week 
have, no doubt, cut down the volume of business which the 
dealers would have done had the conditions been favor- 
able. The New York market has therefore seemed a little 
dull until Tuesday, when the weather cleared. But not- 
withstanding the heavy showers of the past week there 
have been no loud complaints heard in regard to business. 
The situation therefore remains unchanged. This means 
that the demand is strong and steady without being active, 
and that with few exceptions quotations remain at the old 
level. One of the exceptions referred to is an advance 
of one-eighth of a cent on two high grades of manilas. 
These papers are the “Pecon” and “Fort,” made by the 
Hollingsworth & Whitney Company. The other excep- 
tion is an advance of one-half to one cent per pound on the 
writing papers made by the Mt. Holly Paper Company, of 
Mt. Holly Springs, Pa. While the above are the only 
positive advances made there was a report this week that 
a prominent book paper manufacturer was about to ad- 
vance his prices on supercalendered one-quarter of a cent. 
Notice of this expected advance has not yet reached the 
market. A stiffening of the quotation on news paper 
would not be surprising, owing to the strike at the mill of 
the St. Regis Paper Company, of Watertown, N. Y. In 
fact, some men in the trade are of the opinion that the fear 
of further trouble over the so called labor question is a 
strong force in the market and affects the price at which 
contracts are taken. The consumers of boards are some- 
what disturbed this week because the United Box Board 
and Paper Company cannot for the present fill any more 
of its contracts for straw board. The reason for this in- 
ability is the fact that the soil of Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
is in such a soft condition after so much rain that straw 
cannot be carted to the mills. The company is, however, 
overcoming the shortage in straw board by giving its cus- 
tomers chip boards and news boards. This the company 
cannot continue to do much longer. But as a change in 
the weather cannot be far off the officials of the company 
are hoping that it may come soon.

The range of prices 
is upward; nor does an added price affect the demand, 
which is strong at whatever may be current prices. 

Book papers have not fallen off in demand, but prices 
are not so stable as they might be. 

Writing papers are steady and in good demand, and in 
the news and wrapping paper markets it appears from the 
reports of the agents and dealers that there is little 
change. M

Reports concerning local business still continue very 
favorable, both from city paper jobbers and from manu- 
facturers. While individual orders may not be so large as 
during the early weeks of the year the demands for all 


grades of paper from dealers’ hands foot up very well even 
now. This being the last week of the month the consump- 
tive distribution is likely to fall off a little for the time 
being. Business with manufacturers shows no interrup- 
tion seemingly, since they all continue to report good busi- 
ness, although some of the mills may possibly be better 
circumstanced as regards orders on hand thari others, and 
yet no mill representative seen of late is willing to admit 
that his order book is showing any shortage of business. 
That many mills are still behind in filling orders is evi- 
denced by the frequent complaints of the dealers on the 
matter of delayed shipments. 

Last week, under date of March 17, the Hollingsworth 
& Whitney Company notified the trade of an advance of 
Yc. per pound on its “No. 1 Tacon” and its “No. 1 Fort” 
manilas, from which fact it can be inferred that the mar- 
ket on manila papers is not only firm and strong, but has 
an upward tendency. Book papers and other lines of 
print, while showing no change of late in this market in 
regard to prices, are firm and steady at ruling quotations. 
Coated and glazed papers are also in good demand.

Most Grades Active in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, March 23, 1903.—For business men an- 
noyed by dull time, the members of the Philadelphia 
paper trade—the jobbers handling book especially—are 
in a remarkably good humor. That demand is slow is 
generally admitted; that demand will grow better is gen- 
erally believed; that prices remain unchanged is generally 
asserted; but why business is dull is generally unknown. 

In other lines than book paper the market is most sat- 
isfactory. Wrapping paper is in fine demand and prices 
are firm and sometimes higher. The Hollingsworth & 
Whitney Company, manufacturer of manilas, notified 
Philadelphia during the week that prices were advanced 
4g cent on its two leading grades. The reasons advanced 
were increased cost of raw material and labor and ex- 
ceedingly heavy demand. John T. Moore & Sons, Bel- 
lows Falls, Vt., and the Orono Pulp and Paper Company 
have during the week informed local dealers that their 
list on cover paper is full. 

Writing paper follows book in being quiet, but news 
follows wrappings, being in very heavy demand. Prices 
on news are stiff and a large local dealer who handles 
news outside the International product was compelled on 
a recént very large contract to pay 5 cents a hundred 
more than his last contract, even though his order went 
into the hundreds of tons. 

The building paper trade is very quiet, owing largely 
to the inclement weather of the past week. Dealers of 
sheathing papers believe that as soon as sunshine comes 
again a very heavy demand will come too, and that prices 
will be very firm and probably higher. E. R. G. 





Miami Valley Mills Busy. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, March 23, 1903.—The weather, as usual, 
had its effect oh business, as it was a trifle unseasonable. 
The effect was mostly local, however, as it could not be 
far reaching. Strangely enough the weather still exerts its 
influence on the manufacturing trade, though one naturally 
thinks that the retail trade would suffer most. 

The general trade has not suffered materially and for 
the time of the year the volume of business has been rather 
heavy. A great demand exists for No. 1 books, which have 
been bringing fair prices. News is also in constant ca}l 
from printers and publishers. The other grades are hold- 
ing their own, with wrappings in steady demand. Quota- 
tions were never firmer at any period of the year, which 
statement is in itself a sufficient guarantee of the substan- 
tiality of trade. 

The interest which pervades other sections of the Mid- 
dle West relative to the organization of the selling agency 
for book and writing paper men does not exist here to the 
same extent. Most of the valley mill men have handled 
their own trade for years successfully and appear to be 
satisfied with their own way of doing things. Few Ohio 
concerns are reported to be interested in the movement.

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PULP DECISION. 


(Continued from page 387.) 

statute of that province, Chapter II, 63 Victoria, licenses 
for cutting wood pulp from the Crown lands of that prov- 
ince are strictly confined to the cutting of pulp wood to 
be manufactured into wood pulp in Canada. In other 
words, no pulp wood is permitted to be cut in the Province 
of Ontario for exportation as pulp wood, but only to be 
manufactured into wood pulp in the Dominion of Canada. 
This is manifestly tantamount to an absolute prohibition 
against the exportation of pulp wood from that province. 

So far as concerns all the exportations from Quebec, it is 
evident that pulp wood, which is to be manufactured in 
Canada, pays to the Government a tax of 40 cents a cord; 
and pulp wood, which is to be manufactured outside of 
Canada, after exportation, pays a tax of 65 cents a cord. 
It is contended by the counsel for the Government that the 
plain effect of this provision is that the sum of 25 cents 
a cord is levied on pulp wood exported to the United 
States, and is not levied on pulp wood manufactured or 
consumed in Canada, and that the real question presented 
by these protests is narrowed down to whether the addi- 
tional license fee or tax levied by the Province of Quebec 
upon pulp wood exported to the United States, and not 
levied upon pulp wood manufactured in Canada, is in fact 
an export duty, within the meaning of said paragraph 393. 

We find in the report of the Commissioner of Lands, 
Forests and Fisheries for the Province of Quebec, 1go1, 
the following allusion to this subject: 


I will refer in the first place to Article 15 of the revised 
regulations as sanctioned by Order in Council dated the 
Ist June, 1901, and especially to that portion of the third 
paragraph of the tariff which applies to the differentia] 
stumpage dues imposed on wood intended to be manu- 
factured into pulp abroad and which is shipped out of the 
country in the shape of logs. 

This clause must be interpreted as follows: All pulp 
wood 128 cubic feet to the cord, equivalent to 600 feet 
board measure, is charged with 65 cents per cord, equal 
to $1.08 per 1,000 feet, or an additional charge of 43 cents. 
These protective duties in favor of that section of our 
Canadian manufactures replace those imposed by the 
Order in Council dated the 18th January, 1900, because 
the latter were found in many instances excessive. 


An export duty is a duty or tax imposed upon merchan- 
dise on its exportation from any country, and this is 
necessarily true in whatever form or disguise this tax may 
be concealed. As said by Mr. Justice Miller, in Hender- 
son vs. the Mayor, 92 U. S., 259, 268: “In whatever language 
a statute may be framed, its purpose must be determined 
by its natural and reasonable effect.” And this principle 
has recently been reaffirmed by Mr. Justice Peckham, in 
Collins vs. State of New Hampshire, 171 U. S. 30, 18 Sup. 
Ct. R. 760, who cited the Henderson case with approval, 
remarking that “the direct and reasonable result of a stat- 
ute must be taken into consideration when deciding as to 
its validity, even if that result is not in so many words 
either enacted or distinctly provided for.” In other words, 
in construing statutes, the courts look beyond mere form, 
and consider the substance, in arriving at the true charac- 
ter and intent of the lawmaking power. “The substance, 
and not the shadow, determines the validity of the exer- 
cise of the power.” Postal Tel. Cable Co. vs. Adams, 155 
U. S. 688, 608, 15 Sup. Ct. Rep. 268, 270. And the same 
observation may be made in reference to the nature and 
probable effect of the exercise of the power of taxation. 
This principle is fully discussed and applied by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in the case of Fairbanks 
vs. United States, 181 U. S. 283, 21 Sup. Ct. Rep. 648, and 
especially so far a¢ it bears upon the subject of export 
duties. It was there held that a stamp tax imposed on a 
foreign bill of lading by Congress was, in substance and 
effect, equivalent to a tax on the articles included in that 
bill of lading, and therefore a tax or duty on exports pro- 
hibited by the United States Constitution, Article I, Sec- 
tion 9, the court observing that “no legislation can be tol- 
erated which, although it may not conflict with the letter, 
destroys the spirit and purpose of the restriction imposed.” 
That a license exacted from a person may in legal effect 
operate as, and be construed to be, either an import or 
export duty has many times been decided, and is consid- 
ered as settled since the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of Brown vs. Maryland (12 Wheat. 419), where 
it was held, Chief Justice Mapshall delivering the opinion 
of the court, that a license exacted by the State of Mary- 
land from al! importers of foreign goods and others sell- 
ing the same by wholesale, although in form a tax upon 
the person or his occupation, was in legal effect a tax on 
imports, and for this reason in violation of the Federal 
Constitution (Section 10, Article 1), which prohibits any 
State, without the consent of Congress, from laying any 
duty on imports or exports, except such as may be ab- 
solutely necessary for executing its inspection laws. 

So in Robbins vs. Shelby County Taxing District, 120 
U. S. 480, 7 Sup. Ct. Rep. 592, it was held that a license 
required by the State of Tennessee upon drummers and 
other persons offering for sale or selling merchandise by sam- 
ple was a restriction upon interstate commerce which was

The Company Decides That Hereafter it Will Treat with 
Its Employees Only Individually—Injunc- 
tion Proceedings. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Watertown, N. Y., March 25, 1903.—The situation at 
the St. Regis plant remains the same today. The sulphite 
plant at the mill is being run, but only one of the paper 
machines is in operation. The union men say that none of 
their number who quit work last Monday have applied for 
reinstatement or re-employment as individuals. B. 


Watertown, N. Y., March 24, 1903.—The strike at the 
plant of the St. Regis Paper Company, inaugurated by 
St. Regis Lodge of Paper Makers without consultation 
wtih the officers of the International Brotherhood of Pa- 
per Makers, and without the consent or advice of the ex- 
ecutive board of that organization, resulted Thursday after- 
noon in an ultimatum on the part of the company that it 
would start its mill at its pleasure, and from that time for- 
ward would treat with its employees only as individuals. 

This decision was reached after every reasonable offer 
on the part of the officers of the company to investigate, arbi- 
trate and adjust grievances had been rejected by the ma- 
chine tenders. The union offered to submit the question 
of whether Machine Tender McIntyre was entitled to re- 
instatement or not to arbitrators, and officers of the com- 
pany responded with a written offer to submit to arbitra- 
tion and pay McIntyre his regular wages until the matter 
was settled. They were then informed by the union that 
no proposition would be considered unless McIntyre was 
immediately reinstated. Negotiations having continued for 
three days without results the officers of the company came 
io the conclusion that they would waste no more time, and 
informed President Mackey, of the Intérnational Brother- 
hood of Paper Makers, of their decision. He asked a 
postponement until Thursday noon and it was granted. 
When that time came the demand that McIntyre be rein- 
stated was again made the condition on which the others 
would return to work. This was the only difference ex- 
isting and the company at once set to work to resume oper- 
ations without the help of Mr. McIntyre. 

Thursday morning it was currently reported that a strike 
would be ordered at Felts Mills, the mill at that place be- 
ing owned and managed by Geo. C. Sherman and D. M. 
Anderson, who are also connected with the St.° Regis. 
Hearing that a strike was being talked of Mr. Sherman 
and his attorney prepared papers and taking a special train 
to Syracuse secured an order from Justice Rogers, restrain- 
ing President Mackey, of the International Brotherhood, 
from ordering a strike at Felts Mills or at any other mill in 
the State of New York which would in any way interfere 
with the business of the St. Regis or Taggarts Paper com- 
panies. The two plants at Felts Mills and Deferiet have 
been turning out about 125 tons of paper per, day, 90 per 
cent. of which goes to daily newspapers undes contract. 
If these contracts are not filled of course there is a possi- 
bility of suits for damages. The officers of these com- 
panies, however, expect to keep their engagements with 
customers. 

Notices were posted Thursday at the St. Regis plant that 
operations would be resumed Monday, March 23. Em- 
ployees who had nothing to do with the strike were re- 
tained on the payroll and received their wages as usual 
last week. 

A committee of St. Regis Lodge of Paper Makers has 
issued a statement in which they claim their reason for 
upholding Mr. McIntyre is that he was forced to leave the 
mill by unfair treatment, that his work had been satis- 
factory, and that the reason Superintendent Decker 
wanted to get rid of him was because he was instrumental 
in trying to organize other employees at the St. Regis 
plant, all of which is denied by Superintendent Decker. 

Attorneys Breen, of this city, have been retained to 
represent the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers 
in the injunction proceedings. They state that a motion 
will be made as soon as possible to dissolve the injunc- 
tion. The injunction, they claim, was procured to re- 
strain Mr. Mackey from doing what he had not thought 
of doing and what he did not have the power to do, any- 
way. Under the constitution and bylaws of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Paper Makers a lodge by a two- 
thirds vote of its members can order a strike with the 
consent of the executive board, which consists of several 
members in different parts of the country. 

Officers of the Brotherhood in this city have little to 
say about the situation, except that they intend to fight 
it out in the courts and to assert that they are not all 
wrong in their contentions. 

Following the policy as announced io its employees Thurs- 
day, the St. Regis Company started one of the machines in 
its mill yesterday. Men to take the places of those out 
on strike are being sought for elsewhere, no discrimina- 
tion being made between union and non-union men. 


Officers of the company expect that all machines will be 
running as usual before the end of the week. 

Though no disturbance has occurred and none is 
threatened, the sheriff of Jefferson County has stationed 
a couple of deputies at Deferiet to preserve the peace 
should there be occasion for it. B. 


May Be Paper Mill for Beaumont, 


Beaumont, Tex., March 19, 1903.—F. W. Shepherd, 
chairman of the committee on manufactures of the Chamber 
of Commerce, speaking of the building of paper mills im 
Texas by J. H. Kirby, said: 

“We will take up the Kirby plan at our first meeting. 
Something more than a year ago I had a promise from a 
large North Carolina mill that it would erect a paper mill 
within a year at Beaumont. Since that -time I have not 
written them, preferring to wait until they are ready for 
action. However, their time has expired and in view of 
the publicity of the Orange Mill and its proof of feasibil- 
ity, I will take the matter up again and will at once give 
to the press the results of my labors. I feel assured that 
we can have a paper plant here that will be one of the 
largest in the South and it will be a paying proposition 
from the very beginning. There is no reason why every 
newspaper in Texas, every business house where large 
quantities of wrapping paper are used, should not use pa- 
per from a Texas plant. Beaumont is fully up to the emer- 
gency and will accept her responsibility when the time 
comes.” 


Another Mill for Chillicothe. 
{Prom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, March 23, 1903.—The Miami Valley has 
been visited this week by two prospective paper mill build- 
ers, who are organizing a company at Chillicothe for the 
construction of a book and pulp plant in the town, which 
for years has had the benefit of the Mead Paper Company’s 
establishment, an auxiliary of the Dayton mills. It is the 
aim to organize a company with a capital of $65,000, though 
it is probable that this amount will be increased consider- 
ably. The representatives who called on mill men in Day- 
ton and down the valley towns during the week were 
Hector McVicker and Frank Shackley, both of whom are 
mechanical experts and have a practical knowledge of the 
business. They propose to organize the company and as- 
sume the mill management, leaving the office management 
to the capitalists who become interested. High grade book 
and pulp will be manufactured, and it is said that there is 
a wide field for the enterprise. The output is to be in- 
creased as the product becomes known to the market. The 
organizers appear to be well known in their home town and 
to have the confidence of the public, with the prospect of 
making a success of their venture. They inspected the 
Black & Clawson Company’s plant with a view of leaving 
an order for machinery, and secured a glimpse of all of the 
large modern mills of the valley. M. V.

Wueeinc, W. Va., March 21, 1903.—The well known 
Main street firm of Olmstead Brothers, dealers in paper 
of all kinds, has been changed into a stock company, which 
will expand the business and make important improve- 
ments.

On Thursday evening of last week a meeting of the 
stockholders was held and a board of directors and officers 
formally chosen. The directors are as follows: Arthur F. 
Olmstead, Herbert C. Olmstead, C. A. House, J. G. Pebler, 
George H. Bresock and E. Robertshaw, of Bridgeport, and 
E. N. Boggs, of Barton. The officers elected were: C. A. 
House, president; H. C. Olmstead, vice president, and A. 
F. Olmstead, secretary-treasurer. 

The business was established about six years ago by the 
Olmstead Brothers, and has proven very successful, as they 
are both energetic and progressive young men. 

The change is made in order to make improvements and 
a plant for printing wrapping paper is to be installed in a 
short time. Next Wednesday the business will pass for- 
mally into the hands of the Olmstead Brothers Company. 


To Investigate Straw Board Mill Waste. 


Ricumonp, Ind., March 23, 1903.—Professor R. L. 
Sackett, of Earlham College, recently appointed assistant 
engineer of the United States Geological Survey, and 
whose particular work will be to investigate the pollu- 
tion of the Indiana rivers by straw board factories, is pre- 
paring to begin his duties. Experimental filters will be 
constructed and chemicals used until some method is 
found for separating the solids from the liquids. 

Many barrels of this refuse matter will be sent to the 
college during the next few weeks. It is one of the pur- 
poses of the work to learn if there is a commercial value 
for the solid portion of the waste. Professor Sackett will 
make an investigating tour of all straw board works in this 
section.

Bancor, Me., March 23, 1903.—Recent alarmist reports 
in connection with the early rains and warm weather have 
created a wrong impression regarding the lumber situation 
along the Penobscot River. While it is true that many 
logs have been abandoned at the yards for a year, the per- 
centage is so small that the quantity which will be driven 
to the pulp and saw mills will not be materially affected. 

The total cut on the Penobscot was very large this win- 
ter, estimated at not less than 228,000,000 feet. A very 
high estimate of the amount which will have to be left in 
the yards is 10 per cent., leaving 215,000,000 feet to be 
driven. Of these, at least 105,000,000 feet will be brought 
to the sawmills at and near Bangor. In addition to these, 
there are 24,000,000 feet of old logs here, left over from 
last year. About 28,000,000 feet will be sawed by the big 
Ashland mill and sent to Bangor for transhipment by 
water. The new Fish River region, just opened up by 
the Bangor & Aroostook Railroad, will send 12,000,000 feet 
more, making a grand total of 169,000,000 feet of logs to 
be sawed into lumber. 

When manufactured into lumber, the measurement will 
be nearly if not quite, 200,000,000 feet, which is nearly a 
third larger than the average survey on the river. Lum- 
ber operators say that there will be no dearth of lumber 
this year, but that the conditions are such that there can 
be no break in prices. The demand and the high value 
placed on logs by the pulp mills preclude this.

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HIGH WATER EAST AND WEST. 


The Black River Valley Mills Have to Shut Down—Wis- 
consin Waters Rise Suddenly—No 
Serious Damage Done, 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Watertown, N. Y., March 24, 1903.—High water in. the 
Black River Valley caused a shutdown today of most of 
the manufacturing establishments between Carthage and 
Dexter that depend on water power. The water this af- 
ternoon had reached the highest point since 1869, and a 
number of mills were in danger of serious damage by the 
flood. A portion of the flume at the mill of the Brownville 
Boarde Company was carried out last night, causing a 
complete shutdown of the plant. Today the International 
Paper Company lost about fifty cords of pulp wood from 
one of its mills. The tracks of the Carthage and Adiron- 
dack Road, near Carthage, were washed out and no trains 
could be run. Up to this evening this is all the damage 
reported. The stream, however, is still rising and more 
serious results are expected. B. 


Rapid Rise in Wisconsin Waters. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.! 

APPLETON, Wis., March 23. 1903.—Last week was sig 
nalized by several tremendously heavy thunder storms, 
and the ground being still frozen almost all the water 
was compelled to find its way into the water courses and 
thence into the lake. The result has been an unprece 
dentedly rapid rise of water, the lake having risen 10 or 
12 inches in one week, something hitherto unpar- 
alleled. One week ago the water was 8 inches below 
the crest of the Menasha dam, while now it is running 
over several inches in depth. The pressure caused a fis- 
sure to appear in the stone of the first dam in Appleton, 
and during the last two days of the week the sluices in 
the Appleton dams were opened to relieve the pressure. 
Temporary repairs are being made which will prevent 
further damage wntil warm weather, when permanent re- 
pairs will be made. Some wild rumors were in circula- 
tion that the entire dam was liable to go out. but they 
were at no time justified. For a couple of days the mills 


at Neenah and Menasha had their water power cut off 
in order that. no water might come down against the 
Appleton structure. Water in the Wisconsin River is 
also very high, but aside from an accident reported else- 


where in this issue no damage has been done.

Oregon City Paper Makers Dissatisfied. 


Orecon City, Ore., March 17, 1903.—Steps are being 
taken by the employees of the Willamette Pulp and Paper 
Company and the Crown Paper Company to demand 
shorter hours and more pay. The initial move will be made 
at the regular meeting of the Federal Labor Union April 
6. This union is composed of about 600 unclassified work- 
ingmen, about 400 of whom are employed in the paper 
mills. 

Up to a year ago laborers in the Willamette mill received 
$1.50 per day and within four days after the organization 
of the Federal Labor Union a year ago, the scale was 
raised to $1.75. Last fall a request was made for an in- 
crease of pay for a certain class of work, but was not com- 
plied with, on the ground that competition with the East- 
ern mills made it impossible. 

Resident Director N. R. Lang, of the Willamette Pulp 
and Paper Company, is quoted as saying in an interview 
with Secretary Howard, of the Federal Labor Union, six 
months ago, that Eastern paper mills were working long 
hours, but Mr. Howard said today that the paper mills at 
Watertown, N. Y., and elsewhere were running eight 
hour shifts. The men who want increased pay take the 
position that common labor in Portland is worth $2.50 a 
day for nine and ten hours’ work, and it should be worth 
that much here. 


Excelsior Paper Company Matters.

There has been little change in the affairs of the Excel- 
sior Paper Company, Incorporated, during the past week, 
but some developments are expected within a short time, 
when a hearing will be given on the demand of Augus- 
tine J. Smith & Co., of New York, and Luis J. Phelps, 
that the attachments on the mill property be dissolved 
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or the mortgages paid. Luis J. Phelps has a second 
mortgage on the real estate and a first mortgage on the 
personal property amounting to $4,100, while Augustine 
J. Smith & Co. hold a second mortgage on the personal 
property amounting to about $6,800. The mortgage was 
given to A. J. Smith & Co. to protect them in a business 
transaction they had with the Excelsior Paper Company 
Incorporated, in which Smith & Co. took an amount oj 
paper valued at something like $6,800 to sel] on commis 
sion, and advanced this amount of money approximately 
to the Excelsior Company. It is stated that the belief at 
the time the paper was transferred to Smith was that 
there would be something coming back to the Excelsior 
Company after the sale was made and the commissions 
paid. A short time after the deal was made A. J. Smith 
& Co. wanted a mortgage on the personal property to 
protect them in the deal in the event that the paper could 
not be sold for the amount advanced upon it, and so this 
mortgage of $6,800 was given. It would appear that the 
affairs of the company are somewhat complicated in that 
Smith & Co. hold the paper and the mortgage and con 
sequently must be protected very fully. It is expected 
that these matters will be adjusted at the hearing within 
a few days. FERRY. 
Folding Box Men Meet at Dayton.

Dayton, Ohio, March 23, 1903.—Another meeting of the 
folding box manufacturers of the middle West was held 
at the Beckel House, in this city, the past week. Reports 
from the inner circles are to the effect that no action was 
taken relative to a proposed combine, but that it was only 
the regular monthly session at which were discussed busi 
ness*conditions and questions affecting the welfare of the 
trade. It is understood that a gentlemen’s agreement has 
been in force for some time and that no trust has been 
formed. This precludes any opposition from that source 
and assures harmonious price arrangements in certain lo- 
calities only. Business was reported exceptionally good, 
very large in volume with prices only fair, though better 
than for some time previous. Chicago, St. Paul, Minne 
apolis, South Bend, St. Mary’s and many other towns were 
represented at the meeting. The previous session was 
held at Chicago and the next one may be held there.

Bt Paper from Peat—Dividends by Paper Mills—Mr. Dyson’s 
Report on His Visit to the United States 
—The Markets. 





Lonvon, March 12, 1903—The Callender Paper Manu- 
facturing Company, Limited, will manufacture paper from 
peat under patents granted to W. N. Callender. The com- 
pany will lease mills in Ireland and will manufacture wrap- 
pings and browns, expecting to produce at from £3 Ios. to 
£5 5s. a ton a product similar to that now sold at £6 10s. 
and upwards. 

Some of the mills have been holding annual meetings 
and declaring dividends. The Culter Paper Mills Com- 
pany, Limited, have declared a 10 per cent. dividend; An- 
nandale & Son, Limited, 7% per cent., and Thomas Owen 
& Co., Limited, 11% per cent. on the preference shares for 
the last half of the year. 

The report made by William Dyson, general secretary of 
the Amalgamated Society of Paper Makers, and a member 
of the Moseley Industrial Commissicn, at the recent meet- 
ing of the Paper Makers’ Association, has stirred up a deal 
of talk among both masters and men.

beyond the power of the State to regulate. The Supreme 
Court of Alabama in Joseph vs. Randolph, 71 Ala. 499, in 
like manner held a law unconstitutional which provided 
that no person should be permitted to “employ, engage, 
contract, or in any other way induce laborers to leave the 
State,” without first paying a license of $250. Applying 
the principle that the purpose of this license must be de- 
termined by its natural and reasonable effect, it was con- 
strued to be an indirect tax upon the citizen’s right of free 
egress from the State, operating to hinder the exercise of 
his personal liberty, and to seriously impair his right to 
migrate, and for this reason was violative of both the State 
and the Federal Constitution. Note also, as bearing on this 
subject, Emert vs. Missouri, 156 U. S. 296, 15 Sup. Ct.

Rep. 367, and numerous cases cited in the opinion of the 
majority of the court in Fairbanks vs. U. S., 181 U. S. 
283 (supra), the review of which would make this opinion 
unnecessarily elaborate. It is sufficient to say that, in our 
judgment, applying the vital principle settled in these cases, 
the legislation of the Province of Quebec and the regula- 
tions carrying it into effect, which provide for a license 
of 40 cents a cord on pulp wood: not exported, and of 65 
cents a cord on wood pulp that is exported, operate to im- 
pose an additional charge of 25 cents upon all pulp wood 
which is exported from that province. 

It is argued by the counsel for the importers that the 
Dominion Parliament of Canada only is invested with the 
power to levy export duties under the act of organization 
known as the British North American Act, 1867, Subsec- 
*tion 3 of Section 91 conferring on them the power to “raise 
money by any mode or system of taxation,” whereas the 
taxing power of the provincial legislatures, including that 
of Quebec, is confined to direct taxation within the prov- 
ince, “in order to the raising of revenue for provincial pur- 
In our opinion, the discussion of this question is

Legislature of 
the province, if any exists, is exclusively of domestic 
The only phase of the question which we can prop- 
erly consider is one of fact, that this export duty is actu- 
ally imposed by the province, apparently without any in- 
terference on the part of the Dominion Parliament or the 
courts. The only question for this board to consider is 
the proper interpretation of the proviso paragraph 393 of 
the tariff act of 1897, which is the law of this country and 
not of Canada. 

The case of Downs vs. U. S., 23 Sup. Ct. Rep. 222, af- 
firming board decision, in re Downs, G. A. 4,912 (T. D. 
22,984), involved the interpretation of Section 5 of the pres- 
ent tariff act of 1897, which provides for an additional duty 
on any article imported into this country, and coming from 
any country, dependency or colony which bestowed, di- 
rectly or indirectly, any bounty or grant upon the expor- 
tation of such article from such country, dependency or 
colony, this additional duty being fixed at the amount of 
such bounty or grant. The court held that the remission 
of an excise tax imposed by Russia upon the exportation 
of sugar from that country, effected by certain ingenious 
regulations manifestly designed to disguise its true char- 
acter, operated as, and in legal effect was, a bounty be-

under its own construction of the laws, no such bounty was 
intended, or was in fact paid by it. This was held to be 
true “by whatever process, or in whatever manner, or un- 
der whatever name it was disguised.” The nature of the 
bounty was construed in the light of our own domestic leg 
islation, and not in that of its Russian interpreters. 

The wood pulp covered by protest No. 54,434-B, of the 
Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper Company, of Sault Ste. 
Marie, Mich., exported ffom the Province of Onuario, 
stands upon a different basis from that exported from 
Quebec. It appears that the Province of Ontario issues 
licenses conferring the right to cut timber upon the Crown 
lands within its jurisdiction. This permit, or license, how- 
ever, embodies the important condition that all wood pulp 
cut in these lands under such authority is to be manu- 
factured in Canada. This provision clearly operates to 
prohibit absolutely the exportation to the United States of 
pulp wood cut from the Ontario Crown lands. Such pro- 
hibition is manifestly within the power of the province, 
right of this character being universally exercised by all 
governments within their discretion. Whatever effect this 
prohibition may have upon the exportation of wood pulp 
made from this pulp wood, and whatever difficulties may 
be encountered in arriving at the particular facts in each 
case, it is manifest that no export duty is imposed by the 
Province of Ontario upon pulp wood exported from such 
province, which is capable of being arithmetically reduced 
to any sum certain. This fact would seem to settle the 
contention on this subject favorably to the importers. 

In these particular cases, the clear preponderance of the 
evidence is to the effect that the wood pulp in question 
was made from pulp wood taken from Crown lands. This 
moreover, is the necessary inference from the decision of 
the collector, and there is nothing in the evidence to rebut 
the prima facie presumption arising from the correctness 
of his decision. 

Under the foregoing views of the law and the facts, we 
hold as follows: First, that the additional duty was prop- 
erly imposed by the collector upon the wood pulp ex- 
ported from Quebec (54,235-B), and the action of the col- 
lector in this particular is affirmed. Second, the Province 
of Ontario levies no export duty upon wood pulp exported 
from its limits, and therefore the additional duty imposed 
by the collector (54,434-B) upon the merchandise from 
that province was improperly assessed, and his decision on 
that point is reversed, and he is instructed to reliquidate 
the entry so as to assess no such additional duty. In other 
respects his decision is affirmed.

This shows a falling off of production in 1902, as com- 
pared with igoi, of 51,000 tons. This decrease was due 
almost entirely to the crippling of the Sicilian mines by 
flood. 

The advices from abroad show a strong primary mar- 
ket, but notwithstanding this buyers, having in mind larger 
arrivals and fair stocks here, have been hoping that prices 
would break, and that they would be able to place con- 
tracts at lower figures. These hopes have not been 
realized and that, too, in spite of the fact that spot lots 
have ruled lower than goods for shipment. The demand 
abroad is reported to be active, and this, together with the 
decrease in the supply, produces a continuation of strong 
cable advices. 


The Duty on Wood Pulp. 

On Friday of last week the board of General Appraisers 
rendered a decision in the matter of the protests filed 
against the imposition of a countervailing duty on wood 
pulp imported from Canada, some of the product in ques- 
tion cOming from the Province of Quebec and some from 
the Province oi Ontario. The decision we print in full 
on another page of this issue of Tue Paper Irape Jour- 
NAL, this being the first printed copy of the document to 
appear. It is of much interest to wood and pulp men, 
both in the United States and Canada, and is an elaborate 
review of the whole matter. 

The countervailing duty was levied by the collectors at 
Burlington, Vt., and Marquette, Mich., under orders from 
the Treasury Department, by reason of a provision of Sec- 
tion 393 of the tariff act of 1897, which provides that “if 
any country or dependency shall impose an export duty on 
pulp wood exported to the United States, the amount of 
such export duty shall be added, as an additional duty, to 
the duties herein imposed upon wood pulp, when imported 
from such country or dependency.” 

lhe Province of Quebec adopted a regulation that pulp 
wood cut on Crown lands should pay a charge of 65 cents, 
with a rebate of 25 cents if the wood was converted into 
pulp in the Dominion of Canada, while the Province of 
Ontario prohibited absolutely the export of pulp wood cut 
on Crown lands within her borders. The action of Quebec 
was regarded by the United States Treasury Department. 
as equivalent to the placing of an export duty on pulp 
wood, and because of that it ordered the collection of the 
countervailing duty on pulp. 

The Board of General Appraisers sustains the action of 
the Department and its collector in the matter of the met; 
chandise from Quebec, but reverses the action of the col- 
lector in the matter of the merchandise from Ontario, 
holding that in the case of that province no export duty 
was imposed. 

This is probably not the last stage of the contention, as 
it is more than likely that the protestants in the cases of 
the goods from Quebec will appeal to the United States 
Circuit Court,

Professor Sackett, of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, has been assigned to the special work of investigating 
the alleged pollution of water courses by straw board 
mills. If he develops any practical scheme caring for 
straw board mills, the owners of those mills will rise up 
and call him blessed. After he gets through with the 
straw board branch of the industry he might turn his at- 
tention to the sulphite mills. 


The fever for building new mills continues, and a Texas 
lumber man, more enthusiastic than others, suggests the 
erection of several in the South to utilize yellow pine as 
a raw material for pulp making. The paper industry is 
certainly growing rapidly; it is a live, up to date business, 
and there is no wonder that the excellent conditions that 
control in it are inducements to capitalists to invest in its 
properties. 





There is general complaint from jobbing centres that 
deliveries from mills are not made nearly as promptly as 
is desired, and as a consequence jobbers are having argu- 
ments with their customers. The fact is, the mills are 
having a very excellent run of orders, and there is an in- 
crease rather than a decrease in the demand in the pri- 
mary markets. 


The plan to form a selling agency for the Western book 
mills on the plan of the General Paper Company is making 
progress, and while much work has been done to advance 
the scheme it is yet too early to say what the outcome will 
be. It now remains, for the individual mills to accept or 
reject the proposition placed before them. 


Reports come to hand showing that there was a general 
gathering of the Wisconsin union paper makers this week, 
each lodge in its own locality; and that the special topics 
for discussion were the short week schedule and its adop- 
tion. At present union men will not say what, if any, 
action will be taken. 





High water is reported from both the East and West. 
Mills have been obliged to shut down for a few days, and 
some slight damage has been done in a few cases in 
Northern New York. As a rule, however, there was no 
great destruction of property,, for which everybody is 
thankful. 

There were reports that puip wood was to be scarce 
along the Penobscot in Maine. Investigation, however, 
shows that such is not the case, and that although many 
logs will be abandoned, the output will be almost a third 
larger than usual. 


The Maine lumbermen and the Great Northern Paper 
Company have settled their differences, and it is probably 
well for all concerned that a compromise was reached.

PLAYING CARD STOCK. 


A Story of the Origin of It—How the Nashua Card and 
Glazed Paper Company, Nashua, N. H., fe 
Was Started. 


The origin of the Nashua Card and Glazed Paper Com- 
pany, of Nashua, N. H., is told in a very interesting story 
by “Nashua’s Old Timer,” in the Nashua Telegraph of 
some time ago. The story is particularly interesting to 
Pepperell people from the fact that the two “card shops” in 
Pepperell can be reckoned as offsprings oi the Nashua 
business. The story as given in the Telegraph is as fol- 
lows: ; 

“One of the brightest men of his time was Charles T. 
Gill who, forty years ago, kept a book store in Exchange 
Building. Then it was the style for the school teachers 
to give out ‘rewards of merit,’ which consisted of a very 
pretty verse printed on a coated cardboard, with a floral 
design around each card. Mr. Gill was enterprising and 
opened a factory on Mechanic street, in the rear of his 
residence, on Water street, for the manufacture of these 
cards. 

“He purchased his cardboard from a man by the name

of Potter, who was, with one exception, the only maker of 
cardboard in the country. The business was a fair success 
and Mr. Gill was ambitious to push in other lines. At 
that time John H. Gage, Charies P. Gage and O. D. Mur- 
ray were in the habit of meeting in the back of the store 
to get the Boston papers, discuss the news and listen to a 
little political sparring between Mr. Murray and General 
Israel Hunt. 

“Mr. Gill made up his mind that there was money in 
making playing cards. Mr. Murray at that time was editor 
of the Oasis, and, being a practical printer, was easily 
interested, and soon Gill and Connors were in the market 
to manufacture playing cards. 

“Mr. Gill went to Pawtucket to buy stock, and to his 
surprise was informed by Mr. Potter that he considered 
playing cards the work of the devil, and that his con- 
science would not permit him to make the stock. Here 
was a ‘pretty kettle ef fish.’ What were Gill & Co. to 
do? How were they to make playing cards without 
stock? 

“*Let us make qur own stock,’ said Gill. 

“*All right,’ said Murray, and at it they went. 

“Now, the strange part of the story is that they never 
made a single pack of playing cards, but commenced the 
manufacture of cardboard for printers’ use. Mr. Gill died 
soon after, and the firm name was changed to Gage, 
Murray & Co, The firm was composed of John H. Gage, 
Charles P. Gage and Orlando D. Murray. Afterward 
John H. Gage sold his interest to Virgil Gilman, and out 
of this was born the Nashua Card and Glazed Paper Com- 
pany.

PAPER.—Continued rainy weather has affected business 
somewhat the past week or ten days, still the demand for all 
grades is strong and steady. As has been said before, 
however, there is no special keenness to the present de- 
mand for paper. Still the volume of business done is no 
doubt larger than it was during the excitement of last fall. 
All branches of the distributing trade are busy, particu- 
larly those that make a specialty of wrapping papers. In 
regard to the higher class of Manilas it can be said that 
the sulphite papers are firmer than they have been. One 
large manufacturing company has within the past week 
raised its prices Yc. on two of its high grades of Manilas. 
This action tells its own story in regard to the demand 
for the better grades of sulphite Manilas. On the cheaper 
grades of wrappings that are made largely of ground 
wood there has been no improvement within the past week ; 
they are still rather weak. News paper continues firm, al- 
though the prices quoted by some of the smaller manu- 
facturing companies might lead to the opposite conclusion. 
The big companies have not changed their asking price of 
2%c.
